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REPORT  OF 

THE  ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control 
Board,  which  covers  its  operations  from  the  1st  April,  1938,  to  the 
31st  March,  1939,  together  with  the  Financial  Statements,  is 
submitted  herewith. 

During  the  year  Beer  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  382 
Hotel  properties. 

One  Hotel  was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  no  guest  of  the  Hotel  was 
injured  or  suffered  property  loss. 

Four  Licensees  were  penalized  by  suspension  of  License  for  per¬ 
mitting  infractions  of  the  Act  to  take  place  on  their  premises. 

Penalties  imposed  on  Licensees  are  shown  in  Appendix  “A”. 

The  standard  of  Hotel  accommodation  throughout  the  Province 
has  continued  to  improve,  and  in  this  connection  the  Board  has 
received  the  utmost  co-operation  and  assistance  from  the  Officers 
of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association. 

Fifty-four  Club  Licenses  were  issued,  and  no  disciplinary  action 
by  way  of  suspension  of  License  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

Fourteen  Military  Canteens  received  Licenses. 

The  number  of  Breweries  operating  in  the  Province  remains  at 
five. 


LOCAL  OPTION  PLEBISCITES 

There  were  no  Local  Option  Plebiscites  held  in  the  Province 
during  the  period  from  the  1st  April,  1938,  to  the  31st  March,  1939. 


GOVERNMENT  LIQUOR  STORE 

A  store  was  opened  at  Cadomin  on  the  15th  December,  1938. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  Liquor  Legislation  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  by  the 
City  and  Municipal  Police  Forces  throughout  the  Province,  and 
to  these  Forces  the  Board  expresses  its  thanks  for  the  fullest  co¬ 
operation  extended  at  all  times. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  sum  of  $62,748.75  was  realized  from  the  sale  of  Permits. 

132  Permits  were  cancelled  during  the  year. 

Interdiction  Orders  to  the  number  of  319  were  placed,  and  339 
Orders  were  revoked  during  the  period  covered  by  this  Report, 
thus  leaving  the  names  of  848  persons  on  the  List  of  Interdicts  as 
at  the  31st  March,  1939. 

Prescriptions  totalling  564  were  issued  by  members  of  the 
Medical  Profession  during  the  year. 

Cash  and  Trade  discounts  amounting  to  $12,919.26  were  obtained, 
and  appear  in  the  Financial  Statements. 

Individual  sales  numbering  1,764,579  were  made  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Liquor  Stores  to  Permittees,  the  average  for  each  sale  being 
$3.02. 

Licensee  customers  made  44,370  purchases. 

The  Board  and  the  Brewers  of  Alberta  together  paid  to  the 
Dominion  Government,  a  sum  in  excess  of  $1,708,000,  by  way  of 
Customs  and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales  Tax. 

Approximately  3,282,000  Gallons  of  Beer  were  sold  within  the 
Province,  and  of  this  quantity  23,500  Gallons  were  imported  from 
outside  points. 

The  number  of  parcels  shipped  by  express  totalled  25,366,  at  a 
cost  for  transportation  of  $10,231.96.  2,406  were  shipped  by  mail, 

at  a  cost  of  $1,854,25.  In  all  instances  transportation  charges  were 
paid  by  the  Board. 

Customs  and  Excise  entries  to  the  number  of  5,386  were  made 
by  the  staff  during  the  year.
